mettt. Ihe mttpt able produclicn of 
the kind we ever met with. lie 
(nets, gathered from the Yulutmnoup 
document! put forth of late yegn by 10- 
Ihor.ly, hare been itupartially Mteeted 
ind skilfully urenged ; iu tleducliane are 
throagbout iuch ta the prtraieti reader 
abeolutely irtcODlrotettibtt : and tht tpit il 
iu which the whole of iU discussions ere 
cod ducted ii »t once philtawphical and 
hamtnt. The reriewer dtilt with the 
crirTtiiial at an enemy whom meiety ii 
bound, by the lim of the Supreme Being, 
ai well ai by comideratioBt of KKial ei- 
jwtlicucy, to viiil with effectire, though 
not unguinary punidimgnt ; ind yd at 
amoral agent whoie puniititnent, in to 
far u may be practicable without cotapro- 
tniiiug itiown salutary terrtin, ought tn 
be made tributary to hii reformation. 
There ii a mediuin between the cruel 
rigour which formerly disgraced the cri- 
minal code of England, and that maud- 
lin sentimental urn which, forgetting Ihe 
miseries inflicted upon Ihe innocent by 
the guilty, wulei Hi lympathic* and its 
tetri fiver the rightenut pulteringa of con- 
victed offenders. In this medium the re- 
viewer tales his Hand, arid deporte Itim- 
eelf with the dignity of a itatewnaor and 
the meaitired forbearance of a Chripiian. 

But, to our view, the moil atlractire 
titcllcnce of thii admirable article ii the 
teitiinony it bean againit the Transpur- 
lation tjyptem. Whether cunaidered as 
en engine of punishment or ai an inil u- 
tnent of refurmatiun-~ai it afecu the 
empire, the colony, or the convict— that 
■ytttm itdenouncwdaiotieof thenitiMalru- 
cious wntciima of the age , It il not there - 
fore to he wondered at, thit the review er 
ihould deal nut • ib*rp hut well-dt- 
perved cailigatiun on that little clique of 
our Legislative Council, who, itf October, 
I Bin, enJeatoured 10 bring back upon 
New baiuth Wile,, under the m M flimiy 
pretext!, that complicated nun uf alnur- 
diliea am) horrora. " VVe regrel," tiayi 
Ihe sit it If , " that il ie neceeeary to begt 
with rrjtaJling the main featurei of the 
' anignment tyitem.' We mutt do po, 
became we obaeiTe that • Stlrrt Cammit 
tee of Ihe Legialaiive Coancil of New 
Suulh Walee (the italici are the 
viewer'e] have jatrt iuued a Report in 
favour uf a resumption of tianiporuujou 
but they are aTowedly deriroui of it only 
in the ibore form . and are as aTowedly 
thinking only of their wool and their 
ihtepikine. Indeed, il were abmtd to 
luppoee ihem eo Quixotic u to he anxious 
primarily aluul the efficaey of our penal 
lyuem. Happily they couple their pro- 
posal with imnouilile conditiona, i'he 
' uiigniTicnt' lytleea waa to monitroui a 
perversion of all comtnoa sen it, thai 
it if wonderful, not that a 
like 'rchbithop Vuiilt ihould have 
attacked il, but that ii abould have been 
reserved for his attack, or rather that il 
ihojld hate been adopted. In whatever 
light R il viewed, whether iu relation to 
the criminal, or the ultimate devtiniei of 
the communitin into which he wai in- 
troduced, it wit fraught with ill* moil 
pemieinui atwurdiliet, Ai to the former, 
il may be truly asserted, that if its pro- 
jector! had studied to render tranrforU- 
tiou an lite diet eo» jie nil ay Hem — a ot 
I merely lo neutralise, but to re verse ita iu- 
| fluence— they could hae. bit upon no ei-

Thill, 
after antne Arcadian talk uf the happy 
moral effecli of 'country scenery and 
KjunJs," he layi, (Reason Fifth) 1 Became 
that isoof ia not only the itaplt wealth uf 
thii colony, in the absence of tuno> 
factum and mine*, and in the failure of 
our whale fishery, but it ia out- only 
wealth. Therefore to gite all the benem, 
inch as it is, to the iquatten, of cirap 
courier labour, is to render the whole 
colony protperoup. for the seed of 
Sydney prosperity ia annually sown 
among out iheep- walks.' Bui erea this 
writer, in common with hia coni- 
mittee, ia miierabjy conic. mm uf ode 
inseparable and gigantic evil which 
attends the convict a j item — the ine 
' quality of (he leies ; and feeling that thii 
is fatal, roth he and ihty p'eaianlly 
coupla the kind offer of again ' receiving 
3000 criminals a year as (eon a* tee likt 
to send them,' with condition! which 
England ii not likely to accrpt, if the 
could, and could not if she would. One 
il, that we tball send out with every WHMJ 
of such men 5000 fret trowen ' between 
the agei of eighteen and forty,' to b+curae 
is due time the hippy wives of tbt con- 
vict! when emancipated, i-d Ihe equally 
hippy mothers of a nee of hybrids. It 
will be hard to Sad that new race if 
Sabine women, who will lubuiit lo be 
tarried off by this oqutlly new-fttliioned 
race of Romans." 

In another ante, at the foot of the next 
page, thi reviewer again noticei Ihe 
convict tick twaddle of our contemporary 
™ We observe in the Amtrelia* Journal 
of October 13,1848, in an article written to 
advocate the rerun, jit ion of tniiiipoitatinn, 
to which w* kiv* already referred, the fol- 
lowing ssjnlenee* We were last week 
walking abroad, and seeing a carriage 
coming towards us, we were ■truck by 
Ihe magnitude of the hones, and name to 
a full stop lo notics-lht-m, pointing out 
their beauty to a lady we were walking 
withal the time. The carnage passed 
on, and, aa it pasted, we took our eyes 
off the horse*, and railed Ihem into the 
carriage, just lo get if w* knew lb* 
owners. A lady jat in it whom we knew 
well. Sbcwwaprisorteroo board the thip 
in which we came lo the colony. Her 
husband once worked for us when he held 
a ticket of exemption. ' Ihe writer should 
have had acnteneta enough to suppress in- 
sbead of blasoniog such glorious vicissi- 
tudes. To publish such pleatant ttlnbu- 
liom of crime i* not very like tu reconcile 
up to a penal system whith promises 
litem-" But tht worthy editor it, of course, 
thinking, like all who take lhat aide, of 
the interest* of the colony and 1I1 material 
wealth, not of the repression of crime in 
Knglind. Hit logic remind* one of the 
man in HonilTH 1 Canvassing fur 
Votei,' who Itya hia whole weight on Hie 
beam be is eiwing off." 

While Ibe reviewer, however, centurei 
ibe purbliid seltphsess of those ainongsl 
ua who would fain revive the good old 
limes of convict assign men t, he driwi 
from tt a clear eitimate of the stole uf 
oar laboar market, " One thing," he 
remark's, " Ibis very proposal to resume 
Iraniporlsstion ihuwi^cuncluijvely, and it 
is highly gratifying ; we mean the urgent 
demand for labour in our colonies, and 
the facility with which they would be 
likely to receive {according to recent pro- 
p»ult) a cuniidcnble portion of our cri- 
minal population, tfltr they have passed 
through a reformatory proceu, and paid 
the penalty of Ihe r crime. If eeifnotrl 
this, our cnloniei would be glad of iuch 
servant!, much more, rarely, will they be 
willing lo receive item after it. We 
have reason to believe that it ii only on 
1 nth a footing lhal Government will con- 
tent to listen to the suggestions of the 
Commiilte. The colonial* in general art 
decidedly opposed 10 tha letumption of 
transportation." 

The opinions expressed, and tuggeittont 
thrown out by the reviewer, with feipect 
to lha pro pond tyslera of Exile ism, we ihall 
bring before our r eidcn on a future day.
